Bonior asks Whitman to hold well hearing 

Cox claims city 
ill-prepared to 
deal with tragedy

On Friday, June 15th, Michigan 
gubernatorial candidate and cur¬ 
rent Macomb County US Con¬ 
gressman David Bonior held a 
press conference, about the 3 
deep injection wells, which begin 
construction later this summer 
Believing the issue of the 3 
deep injection wells to be of na¬ 
tional import, Bonior held the 
press conference at the site on Cit- 
rin Drive where the wells will be 
constructed. At the noonday gath¬ 
ering, Bonior pleaded with feder¬ 
al Environmental Protection 
Agency, (EPA) Director Christie 
Todd Whitman to come to Romu¬ 
lus, hold hearings about the wells. 


and visit the site. 

Bonior believes that only the 
EPA can now stop construction of 
the deep wells, and that Ms. Whit¬ 
man has the authority to do so, 
based on what he (Bonior) consid¬ 
ers is EDS’s faulty data gathering 
from the past few years. 

In a June 15th letter to Whit¬ 
man, Bonior states, “Our commu¬ 
nity feels allowing EDS to provide 
scientific data from a capped well 
at the Wahrman Road site nearly 3 
miles away - clearly outside the 
injection zone - violates the guide¬ 
lines and standards established by 
the EPA in the past” 

At the press conference, Bonior 
strongly reiterated his opposition 
to the well, stating that he feels 
that there really is no need for the 
wells construction since there is 
already a deep well in Ohio that is 
at just 30% capacity. 

As Congressman Bonior talked 
about the deep wells on Friday, 
two state representatives and the 
city of Romulus have begun talk¬ 


ing about contingency plans about 
possible mishaps that may occur 
due to the handling of well’s 
wastes. 

Representative Ray Basham, 
who represents Taylor and Romu¬ 
lus in Lansing, and Representa¬ 
tive Bruce Patterson, representing 
the Belleville/Canton area, intro¬ 
duced legislation to require a 5 
cents a gallon surcharge to all liq¬ 
uid waste that is injected in to the 
wells. The monies generated, 
which would be about $600,000 a 
year from the surcharge, would be 
used to fund community services 
required to deal with the well. 

According to David Cox, admin- 
istrative assistant to Romulus 
Mayor Bill Oakley, all fire, police, 
and public works personnel 
would have to be specially trained 
on dealing with hazardous waste 
incidents. 

Cox said, “We (the city of Ro¬ 
mulus) do not have any equip¬ 
ment for it (a hazardous waste 
mishap), no moon suits, no self 


contained breathing apparatus, 
and no response vehicles. There 
has not been a need for these 
things until now. If something 
happens, it will not happen on a 
state or county road, it will hap¬ 
pen on a Romulus surface street 
If a truck overturns on Citrin Av¬ 
enue, it is not a county road.” 

Cox continued on, “We (the city 
of Romulus) have to have the facil¬ 
ities to deal with these things. The 
5 cents (the surcharge being intro¬ 
duced in Lansing) will fall short of 
the actual costs (of a cleanup).” 

According to Cox, the different 
city departments, which would 
have to deal with a mishap, have 
already come up with contingency 
costs if the wells should be built, 
and they would be around 
$700,000 per year. That would 
leave a shortfall of $100,000. 

One aspect that most parties 
agree on, if the EPA Director does 
not step in, construction of the 
deep wells will soon begia

Cavazos picked up the chase. 
While traveling in the vicinity of 
Wayne Road and Van Bom on that 
January 11 afternoon, the Wayne 
law enforcement officer observed 
a large Navigator limousine 
parked behind a car wash. There 
were several suspicious suspects 
hanging out in the lot 

When the suspects spotted the 
Wayne police officer, they ran 
back to the limousine and at¬ 
tempted to escape. 

Officer Cavazos managed to get 
to the vehicle before the driver 
drove off. He questioned the dri¬ 


ver who offered the officer infor¬ 
mation that he had picked up his 
passengers at the Ramada and al¬ 
so that “something bad had hap¬ 
pened back there.” 

Upon further investigation, 
Cavazos discovered what was be¬ 
lieved to be the weapon reported¬ 
ly involved in the Romulus shoot¬ 
ing. He arrested a suspect who 
was later turned over to the Ro¬ 
mulus Police Department for 
prosecution 

Mayor Robert J. Dickerson and 
city council members Monday 
night commended Officer Cavazos 


for his alertness and his action

The Senior Activity director al¬ 
so stressed that seniors “will re¬ 
ceive a mini-pocket medical card 
that they can carry with them.”

Local children are offered free lunches

Children, ages 18 years and 
younger and residing in the West- 
land-Wayne, Inkster, Romulus, 
Belleville, Van Buren and 
Sumpter areas are being offered 
free lunches during the summer 
months. 

The popular summer lunch 
program is provided under the 
auspices of the Wayne County De¬ 
partment of Health’s Summer 
Fbods Program. The program is a 
federally-funded initiative that is 
aimed at reducing malnutrition 
and hunger in school-aged chil¬ 
dren. 

“Currently, the program pro¬ 
vides lunches at nearly 50 loca¬ 
tions throughout Wayne County,” 
says Wayne County Executive Ed¬ 
ward H. McNamara, explaining 
the program is an extension of the 
county's regular school lunch pro¬ 


gram. “A good lunch is available 
every day to kids who need it” 

The program began June 25 
and runs through August 18. 

“Children are given well-bal¬ 
anced meals that are low in fat 
and cholesterol and have only 
moderate amounts of salt and sug¬ 
ar,” says Patricia Soares, Wayne 
County Public Health Director. 
“These lunches are packed with 
nutritional power in order to im¬ 
prove the long term health of our 
childrea” 

According to health officials, 
children do not have to register in 
advance to receive lunches, how¬ 
ever. the food must be eaten at the 
site and not off the premises. 

More volunteers are also need¬ 
ed to staff locations.

Should we print sex 
offender information 


Our editorial staff has struggled mighti¬ 
ly with an issue, and we are asking read¬ 
ers to weigh-in with their opinions. The is¬ 
sue is sex offenders, and should we as a 
community newspaper, print the name 
and address of each convicted offender in 
our area. 

One writer argued that the concept was 
a waste of time and newsprint. Anyone 
who wanted the list could find it on the In¬ 
ternet, he said. He also argued that the list 
was sometimes inaccurate, and on a cou¬ 
ple of occasions news outlets have been 
sued when a name or address was print¬ 
ed wrong. 

The flip-side of that argument however, 
is that not everyone knows how to find the 
list on the Internet and if we could save 
just one little girl from being assaulted, 
the printed list would well be worth the 
risk and space the newspaper would de¬ 
vote to it 

It was just last week in Oakland County 
that a convicted sex offender went on a 
rampage, breaking into the bedrooms of 
four separate little girls attempting to as¬ 
sault them. He was caught a few days lat¬ 
er, and I remember vividly watching the 
evening news and listening to one 
woman, practically in tears, demanding to 
know why neighbors were not aware that 
this sex offender lived next door. 

But I became further confused after 
watching a television profile on a sex of¬ 
fender in Texas. In Corpus Christi, con¬ 
victed sex offenders are expected to post 
yard signs and bumper stickers proclaim¬ 
ing that they have been convicted of a sex 
offense. 

The TV show profiled a man who after 
many drinks was approached by a 15- 
year-old teenage daughter of a friend. 
They began to ldss and fondle, only to be 


discovered 
by her 
mother 
The man 
readily ad¬ 
mits that 
his actions 
were 

wrong and 
he should be punished. The man readily 
admits he probably would have had con¬ 
sensual sex with the girl if the mother 
hadn’t entered the room. 

But the man wasn’t prepared for the 
public humiliation he was subjected to 
when the judge ordered that the sign and 
bumper sticker had to be posted at all 
times. These humiliation punishments 
were in addition to jail time and a hefty 
fine that was due when he pled guilty. 

The moral of the story was that at least 
in the case of one man, the public humili¬ 
ation wasn’t justified. Could this be true 
with some of the sex offenders on our lo¬ 
cal list? 

Believe it or not, the local list is rather 
lengthy — it includes the names of over 400 
convicted sex offenders. The City of Romu¬ 
lus alone has 58 names. The Belleville 
mailing area has 51, Westland has 60, 
Wayne has 30, Canton has less than 30. 

The profile of a Western Wayne County 
sex offender appears to be a white male, 
about 37-years-old. However there are 
several convicted offenders over 70 years 
of age, and many that have just reached 
their 20’s. There are five females on the 
list

County grabs $7 mil in land 


Other real estate speculators in 
Southeast Michigan must be 
green with envy as they watch 
Wayne County gobble up prime 
real estate at less than fair market 
value to later be sold or leased at a 
handsome profit 

The county has been acquiring 
property in the proximity of the 
Metro Airport under an existing 
federal program for noise abate¬ 
ment and for a planned “Smart 
Zone” technology park. 

Over $7 million dollars of fed¬ 
eral giant money has been spent 
by the county in buying residen¬ 
tial property under the noise 
abatement program that would be 
included in the anticipated “Pin¬ 
nacle” technology park 

Under that program, home- 
owners are given the option of 
having their homes soundproofed 
or selling to the county. Those 
choosing to sell are offered prices 
based on residential use of the 
property. 

The Pinnacle project is not yet 
a reality. The 1,800-acre zone in¬ 
cludes private properties in the 
City of Romulus and Huron 
Township. 

Although the state has awarded 
the county the “smart zone” desig¬ 
nation, the City Council and 
Board of Supervisors of the two 
municipalities must give formal 
approval to the creation of an au- 

i 

t 

_ 
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thority (which woiild include the 
county) to govern the project 
Nevertheless, the county has 
plowed ahead with the acquisi¬ 
tion of property through negotiat¬ 
ed sales and condemnation of the 
homes of those not willing to sell. 

In its submission to the state, 
the county estimated that 30 per¬ 
cent of the 1,800 acres would have 
to be obtained through the use of 
eminent domain (condemnation). 

Under the U.S. Constitution, 
state and local governments can 
take private property only if it is 
for “public use” and the owners 
are paid “just” compensation. The 
county’s action in using condem¬ 
nation for the Pinnacle project is 
suspect with regard to both re¬ 
quirements. 

While the courts have allowed 
the executive branches of various 
levels of government to stretch the 
definition of “public use” almost 
beyond recognition, Wayne Coun¬ 
ty’s current actions break new 
ground in that area 

In previous cases the courts 


have allowed condemnation, 
when the property is slated for 
use by an identified private party 
for a specific use. 

In this instance, the county has 
not identified anyone for resale or 
lease of the properties. In that 
sense it is no different than a pri¬ 
vate real estate broker speculat¬ 
ing in potentially valuable proper¬ 
ties. 

As for “just” compensation to 
the hapless owners, offering resi¬ 
dential prices for property to be 
resold or leased for commercial 
or industrial uses has the effect of 
robbing the owners of the profit 
they could realize if tenants of the 
Pinnacle project had to negotiate 
directly with them. 

However, the county may be 
counting its chickens before they 
hatch. The Romulus City Council 
has scheduled a special meeting 
on Tuesday, June 26 (after we 
went to press), to discuss the coun¬ 
ty’s condemnation of residents’ 
property. 

While the results of that meet¬ 
ing can’t be published until next 
week, one of the possibilities is 
that the city will decline partici¬ 
pation in the Pinnacle project 
and/or refuse to rezone residen¬ 
tial property for the county’s con¬ 
venience and profit Stay tuned.

Consolidate those elections, Senator 


’’Democracy is dependent up¬ 
on people getting out to vote,” said 
Sen. Loren Bennett, R-Canton, 
when he and two out-state sena¬ 
tors introduced a package of elec¬ 
tion bills aiming to consolidate 
elections. 

Among other things, the bills 
seek to get rid of June school elec¬ 
tions held on off-days in obscure 
precincts. 

My gut feeling is that the educa¬ 
tion lobby came up with these ob¬ 
scure elections in the early part of 
the last century in order to effec¬ 
tively exclude citizens from gov¬ 
erning the schools. 

The bills would: 

• Move school elections from 
June to November of every odd 
yean 

• Require school elections to 
follow the procedures outlined in 
Michigan Election Law rather 
than having each school district 
run their own election. 

• Allow local clerks to run elec¬ 
tions unless they decline, in which 
case the county clerk would hold 
the electioa 

• Provide that village elections 
are nonpartisan. 

“Elections will be less confus¬ 
ing for voters under this system,” 
Bennett said. “Voters will always 
know when to vote in all of these 
important elections.” 

Elections like the recent school 
board election in Westland, where 
about 1,000 of the district’s ap¬ 
proximately 70,000 registered vot¬ 
ers — only 1.3 percent — bothered 
to show up at the polls for a Mon¬ 
day electioa 

In that election, incumbent 
Matthew McCusker was able to re¬ 
tain his seat with only 575 votes. 

Since the Wayne-Westland dis¬ 
trict has a yearly budget of about 
$110 million, I’m amazed that it 
only takes 575 people to gain con¬ 
trol over that much money. 

The Westland City Council con¬ 
trols half that amount, yet it takes 
more than 3,000 votes to win a 
council seat in a November elec¬ 
tion on a Tuesday in a familiar

In this year’s primary, I won’t 
be surprised if there are 25 candi¬ 
dates. If this happens, the number 
of candidates alone will be equal 
to 43 percent of McCusker’s votes. 

What’s really incredible about 
McCusker’s victory was that if you 
take out the Schweitzer precinct 
from his total — a precinct where 
several school employees live — 
his margin of victory vanishes. 

Pat Mitchell, his opponent, ac¬ 
tually ran neck-and-neck with him 
in the civilian precincts. 

But such is the nature of school 
board elections that you can often 
stack a precinct with school teach¬ 
ers, clerical workers, paraprofes- 
sionals, and janitors and win an 
electioa 

But these are the rules and the 
educational lobby is only playing 
by the rules. 

Not only that, nobody knows 
that if the consolidation bills pro¬ 
posals will work 

It could be that nobody cares 
enough about the public schools 
to vote other than the employees. 
Or it could be that school boards 
have burnt voters too often for 
them to waste their time voting. 

Or it could be that elections are 
just too confusing. For example, 
judges run in November and vot¬ 
ers choose them on Tuesdays in 
familiar precincts. Yet who knows 
the difference between the judge 
candidates? Who even recognizes 
their names? 

Yet I believe that the state’s ju¬ 
dicial system is almost as impor¬ 
tant as its school system. 

So I am not so sure that the 
confusion is just the result of ob¬ 
scure school elections. 


Nor am I sure that the obscuri¬ 
ty causes the low-turnout After 
all, put a bond issue on the ballot 
and the voters tend to come out In 
the days before Proposal A re¬ 
moved operational millage elec¬ 
tions in the mid-nineties, voters 
often turned out in droves. 

Perhaps the answer is to throw 
out Proposal A and allow millage 
elections to rekindle interest in lo¬ 
cal school politics. 

Before being elected to the 
state senate, Sen. Bennett was 
Canton’s clerk and ran the town¬ 
ship’s general elections. In that 
position, he heard many a com¬ 
plaint about public school and 
community college elections. 

So credit him with knowing 
something about the low-turnout 
problem 

Having never persuaded any¬ 
body to vote in a school board 
election, I certainly don’t under¬ 
stand the problem as well as a for¬ 
mer clerk. 

So I am willing to roll with Ben¬ 
nett’s proposal. It’s worth a try to 
get citizens voting in school board 
elections agaia it certainly won t 
make matters worse. 

In a fairer world, it wouldn’t be 
the government workers exclud¬ 
ing citizens from voting: it would 
be citizens excluding government 
workers from voting. (I read some¬ 
where on the Web that govern¬ 
ment workers make up the largest 
percentage of voters.) 

After all, government workers 
have a conflict of interest in being 
their own employers, writing their 
own paychecks, and determining 
their own benefits. 

By effectively excluding citi¬ 
zens, the government workers run 
the government to benefit them¬ 
selves. In city governments, pock¬ 
ets are often filled rather than pot¬ 
holes. In school district adminis¬ 
trations, pockets are often filled 
instead of young minds. 

Since turnaround if fair play, 
why not effectively exclude gov¬ 
ernment workers from dominat¬ 
ing elections?

The sudden death of a child 
is always a painful experience 
for a parent but the death of 
Christian Sanders of Sanilac 
County was a tragedy that never 
should have happened. 

Christian was killed when a 
vehicle being driven by his 
mother was struck from behind 
by a semi-tractor truck 

Based on the facts of the case, 
a judge found the truck driver 
criminally negligent and or¬ 
dered him imprisoned in his 
own home on an electronic teth¬ 
er for 18 months. A wrongful 


death civil lawsuit was settled 
this week for $1,300,000. 

But the real story behind 
Christian’s needless death is 
that this tragedy could have 
been easily avoided in many 
ways. Aggressive reporters will 
dig into the trucking industry 
and tell how drivers cheat on 
their log books and drive when 
they are fatigued because they 
exceed the allowed hours on the 
road. 

And then there are the inher¬ 
ent dangers of two-way high¬ 
ways without left-turn flares 
throughout Michigan. Addition¬ 


ally the lack of law enforcement 
on these highways gives non¬ 
caring motorists the freedom to 
drive at speeds exceeding 70 
m.p.h. in 55 m.p.h. zones. 

With these issues begging to 
be addressed, Christian’s par¬ 
ents wonder if their five-year- 
old son died in vain or if this 
tragedy could somehow result in 
reforms that might save other 
parents from such horrendous 
grief.

works and parades. It is about free¬ 
dom. 

As far as my own personal life goes, 
I’ll be remembering my father, Staff 
Sergeant Francis “Frank” Leverett 
Todd and his brother, Staff Sergeant 
John Starnes Todd, my “Uncle John¬ 
ny,” who was shot down over the 
Netherlands during World War II dur¬ 
ing November of 1944 Johnny was on¬ 
ly 21. His body washed up on shore. 
He was buried overseas and listed as 
“MIA” A little Dutch boy gave infor¬ 
mation about his grave to the war de¬ 
partment Johnny had already been 
moved to two different foreign ceme¬ 
teries. Upon discovery of his grave, his 
status was updated to “KIA” 

Finally, he was exhumed, shipped 
back to America, and reburied a third 
and final time, to rest, at last, in a 
country cemetery in Indiana, full of 
peonies in the Springtime, with a 
peaceful creek nearby the church that 
he used to attend, which no longer 
stands. But, he is with his parents, and 
those who loved him. I have restored 
many of his photos, from childhood 
through his days in uniform, and I also 
found a number of articles about him 
through the Indiana State Library. 

I feel truly honored to have, in my 
personal possession, his last known 
letter to the family, as well as the “In 
Grateful Memory Of” document, 
signed by President Harry Truman, 
etc. 

Of course, the family made sure we 
remembered him, as well. I have had 
professional negatives made of all 
documents, photos, etc. to preserve, 
and copy them for all time. Though he 
died before I was bom, my sisters and 
I always felt we knew Uncle Johnny I 
still do. I have made sure that his 
memory will always be kept alive in 
several different museums, where the 
memories of others are also kept 

On Veteran’s Day, Independence 
Day, etc., I will be thinking again of 
Johnny, Dad, and all of the vets who 
fought to keep America free! Cheers to 
the vets!

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Cummings named Salem’s head football coach

Bob Cummings will have a diffi¬ 
cult act to follow. 


He’ll replace an area legend 


Cummings, named as Ply- 
mouth-Salem’s head football 
coach, will replace a coaching leg- 
end-in-his-time, Tom Moshimer, 
who resigned after the 2000 sea¬ 
son. 

Moshimer, a member of the 
Michigan High School Football 
Coaches Association’s Hall of 
Fame, served as the head coach at 
Plymouth-Salem for more than 
three decades. 

“It will be tough,” said Cum¬ 
mings. “And it is always a chal¬ 


lenge to come into a position that 
has been occupied by one of the 
most successful high school coach¬ 
es in the area 

“But we’re ready.” 

The 34-year-old Cummings 
served on Moshimer’s staff since 
1985. 

He joined Moshimer’s staff 
right out of high school as an assis¬ 
tant coach in change of the offense. 

Ironically, that was the same 
year he graduated from Salem 
High School. He continued to 


coach football at Salem while at¬ 
tending Eastern Michigan Univer¬ 
sity where he earned his degree in 
education with a major in physical 
education and health. 

“My father served as athletic di¬ 
rector here (Salem), and I guess 
you can say sports and athletics 
are in my genes. It’s been fun 
coaching and that’s the way it 
should be.” 

But the Rocks suffered through 
one of their worst depressions a 
year ago when they won atypically 


only two of their nine games. It 
was Moshimer’s worst year as a 
head coach. 

What changes will there be in 
Salem’s football future. 

“You know we didn’t have nay 
problems putting points on the 
board last year” said Cummings. 
“Our problem was defense. We 
gave up a lot of points. So we’re go¬ 
ing to have to shore up the defense 
and find a way to stop giving up 
the ball on turnovers. 

‘That (turnovers) also killed us 


a year ago” 

Salem will open the 2001 sea¬ 
son at home against Ann Arbor Pi¬ 
oneers. 

Then, the following week, Aug 
31, they will launch the Western 
Lakes Conference season with a 
crossover against none other than 
conference and defending state 
champ, Farmington Hills Harri- 
soa 

“Harrison has all of their 
skilled players coming back. 
They’re going to be tough again.” 


In the Lakes, it will be Westland 
John Glenn and a much improved 
Livonia Stevenson to be con¬ 
cerned about 

One of the major concerns the 
new head coach has is how to at¬ 
tract more athletes out for the 
sport 

“Our numbers have been de¬ 
clining in recent years,” Cum¬ 
mings said. “We need to find a way 
to get more kids out for the sport 
And, right now it seems that we 
have 90 freshmen who has regis¬ 
tered. That’s good if we can keep 
them out there.” 

And would you believe that the 
players will be checking into camp 
in less than six weeks! 


Prep girls . 
sports gain 
in popularity 

Although it is a losing proposi¬ 
tion financially, with the excep¬ 
tion of basketball, girls athletics 
locally as well as state-wide, has 
made major strides. 

The august body that regulates 
prep sports - the Michigan High 
School Athletic Association - re¬ 
cently noted that there are ap¬ 
proximately 120,000 female par¬ 
ticipants who compete in inter¬ 
scholastic athletics at nearly 750- 
member schools across Michigan. 

Of the 12 post-season tourna¬ 
ments the MHSAA conducts in 
girls sports only one sport - girls 
basketball - do revenues exceed 
direct expenses at the end of the 
tournament 

Even without inclusion of over¬ 
head, expenses exceed gate re¬ 
ceipts by $240,000 to $250,000 an¬ 
nually in the other 11 sports. 

“It’s just part of the investment 
we make in girls high school ath¬ 
letics,” says MHSAA Executive 
Director John E. Jack” Roberts. 

The financial losses in four of 
11 tournaments - softball, girls 
tennis, girls track and field, and 
girls volleyball, annually amounts 
for over half of the underwriting 
total. Tennis, track and volleyball 
each annually average between 
$45,000 and $50,000 in underwrit¬ 
ing of direct tournament expens¬ 
es. 

“At tournament time, the Asso¬ 
ciation is committed to providing 
a quality experience for all of its 
participants, and our track record 
of investing in girls sports is -sol¬ 
id,” said Roberts. “Our efforts go 
well beyond the playing field. 
They include promotion and the 
education necessary to develop 
tomorrow’s female leadership in 
educational athletics.” 

According to Roberts, the MH¬ 
SAA was the first state high school 
association in the country to pro¬ 
vide its own conference for fe¬ 
male coaches, officials and stu¬ 
dent-athletes, creating the Women 
In Sports Leadership Conference 
in 1988. 

It is not only the longest run¬ 
ning, but also the largest gather¬ 
ing of its type nationally. Over 500 
people - most of them female high 
school student-athletes - annually 
attend this two-day conference 
which equity issues are ad¬ 
dressed.

Fisher resigns as Belleville hoop coach

Belleville High’s biggest loss in 
basketball apparently has oc¬ 
curred after the 2000-2001 season. 

Rod Fisher, the Tigers’ head 
hoop coach for the past five years, 
resigned because of what he 
called, “inadequate and archaic 
athletic facilities” at the high 
school. 

“I don’t have to tell anyone 
how old Belleville High is or how 


cramped the gym is,” said Fisher, 
in a telephone interview on Tues¬ 
day. “It’s old. And not only that, 
we had to share the (gym) facility 
with other teams most of the time. 

“And when we go to neighbor¬ 
ing schools and see what they 
have to practice and play in, well, 
I feel that our kids are being 
shortchanged. 

“That’s why I decided to step 
down and give someone else a 
chance to do the job,” Fisher said. 

Fisher took over from Mike 


Garland when Garland accepted 
an assistant coaching job with 
Michigan State University. Fisher 
led the Tigers to a 15-6 won-lost 
record and the Mega Conference, 
Red Division championship last 
season. 

Fisher’s accomplishment 
earned him the Michigan Communi¬ 
ty Newspapers' Coach of the Year 
honors. 

Fisher began his coaching ca¬ 
reer at Belleville High School 17 
years ago when he accepted an 


assistant coaching position on 
basketball coach Leon 
Birdyshaw’s staff. When Birdysh- 
saw stepped down and Garland 
took over, Fisher remained on 
staff. 

“I love coaching - it’s in the 
blood. My father coached base¬ 
ball here. I am not going any¬ 
where. I will remain on staff as an 
assistant football coach,” said 
Fisher. 

Fisher’s father coached for the 
legendary Harry Hidenfelter, 


Belleville High’s football coach 
who later became the school’s 
athletic director 

“There are just too many in¬ 
consistencies when you have to 
coach in an outdated facility,” 
said Fisher. “It becomes so frus¬ 
trating that you say to yourself - it 
is worth it? 

In the meantime, Belleville 
Athletic Director Mike Colletta is 
attempting to rally support for a 
new high school.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE CODIFIED ORDINANCES OF THE 
CITY OF WAYNE 

THE CITY OF WAYNE ORDAINS: 

Section 1. THAT THE CODIFIED ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF 
WAYNE BE AMENDED BY THE ADDITION OR SUB¬ 
TRACTION TO PART FOURTEEN, BUILDING & 
HOUSING; CHAPTER 1410, BUILDING CODE 

1410.01 SHORT TITLE 

This chapter shall be known and be cited as the City of Wayne 
Building Code or just the Building Code. 

1410.02 ADOPTION OF MICHIGAN BUILDING CODE 

(a) That certain documents, five complete copies of which are on 
file in the office of the City Clerk for public use and inspection, being marked 
and designated as the State of Michigan Building Code, as the same may be 
amended from time to time, is hereby adopted as the Building Code for the City 
for regulating the erection, construction, enlargement, alteration, repair, mov¬ 
ing, removal, demolition, conversion, occupancy, equipment, use, height, area 
and maintenance of all buildings and/or structures in the City; providing the 
issuance of permits and collection of fees therefore; and declaring and estab¬ 
lishing fire zones. Each and all of the regulations, provisions, conditions and 
terms of such Code and Rules are hereby referred to, adopted and made apart 
hereof as fully as if set forth in this chapter, except as may be amended in this 
chapter. 

(b) In the event of a conflict between any of the provisions of the 
State of Michigan Building Code, as adopted in subsection (a) hereof, and any 
other provision of this chapter or any other local ordinance, resolution, rule or 
regulation, the local provision shall control. In the event of a conflict between 
any of the provisions of the State of Michigan Building Code, as adopted in 
subsection (a) hereof, and any State law, rule or regulation, the stricter standard 
shall control. 

1410.03 ADMINISTRATION AND ENFORCEMENT; FEES 

(a) The Building Official shall administer and provide for the 
enforcement of this chapter. 

(b) Building permits, plan review and building inspection fees 
shall be as set forth in Chapter 210 of the Administrative Code, the Uniform 
Fee Schedule. 

1410.04 EFFECTIVE DATE 

This chapter shall be effective on July 31, 2001. 

Section 2. That this Ordinance shall be published as required by law. 
Section 3. That this Ordinance shall become effective ten days after 
enactment and upon publication thereof.
